the stre n g th of the federation mem bers in 
A m a d o r county to fully 1000. 
Rut after 
the first im petus of the m o v em en t lead­ 
ing to th e strike about s e v e n years ago, 
in te re s t commenced

wane.

m e m b e rs h ip began to fall away, and the 
re v e n u e to decline.

unions 
in 
o th er parts of the co unty, 
at 
Sutter 
C re ek and Amador C ity, w ere disbanded 
sev e ra l years ago, the o n e at G w in mine 
was d is ru p te d by the c lo s in g down of 
that m in e several years 
ago.

He stands in a slightly 


stooping posture holding inhis left hand 
an image of nuggets and pointing with 
his ;long attenuted linger to the gold he 
seems to be 
excited over. 
As I look 


upon him a reflection comes over me. 
Here is only the image of the 
man that 


stands as sentinel overlooking the Amer- 
ican river and the historic town that has 
gone to decay. 
Sutter, 
the mainspring 


of all this 
discovery, 
has 
long since 


crossed 
;he divide. 
The pioneers have 


wilted into insignificance. 
A few years 


more all of them willbe a thing of the 
past. 
Then only can the native sons and 


daughters 
look to the monument 
as a 


relic of all this primitive greatness 
that 


has swept into an everlasting past. 


In this town McFiee 
was hung, 
who 


had killed, according to his dying state- 
ment upon the scaffold, 17 men. 
Here, 


too, Jeremiah E. Grain 
was 
hung 
for 


killingSusan Newingham,a young school 
girl, one of his pupils, whom he 
was 


madly in love with, although 
he 
had a 


wifeand 
two baby girls inhis faraway 


home In the east. 
He was a school tea- 


cher, and a man of more than 
ordinary 


ability. 
If 1 remember 
rightly, 
just 


prior to the killing he was a candidate 
on the Whig ticket for the legislature. 


The stage stop here was of short dura- 


tion, and soon we 
were whirling on our 


way down the American river on toward 
Lotus. This place is merely a hamlet. It 
might be named Store more appropriately 
for there 
are two stores 
and not more 


than half a dozen houses 
insight. Here 


we got breakfast. 
The country from here 


on is rough 
and mountainous 
generally 


speaking. 
Like all other mountain coun- 


try,itis interspersed 
with small plateaus 


upon which are nsat farm houses. 


We are now nearing Pilot Hill,a town 


that is old and dying with the 
pioneers. 


Allaround is their work of the pick and 
shovel. 
The graveyard on the littleknoll 


to the 
left doubtless 
claims 
some 
of 


those sturdy miners of more 
than half a 


century ago. Here, too, a girl, weak and 
fragile, yet in her 
early 
teens, while 


picking flowers witnessed a deadly com- 
bat between two brothers, one of whom 
killed the other. 
This was in the early 


50's. 


The next place we came to was named 


Cool. 1 suppose it was name in winter, 
for the 
shale 
creeps 
from the soil in 


many places, and in summer 1 take it to 
be a place a few degrees 
cooler than the 


place we are told of in the Bible. 
Here 


too, is the junction of the wagon road, 
one 
leading 
to 
Auburn 
the 
other 
to 


Georgetown. 
We changed stages 
here, 


taking the one coming from Georgetown, 
while the other returns 
to Placerville. 


From Cool 
we 
descended 
the 
steep 


mountain 
side 
that lies on the .south 


side of the middle fork of the American 
river. 
As we start 
down the grade the 


glistening waters shine upon the surface 
as a burnished 
sheet 
of silver as it 


winds its way, snakelike, through 
the 


canyons below. 


After a tedious ride we reach the 
old 


suspension 
bridge—the oldest 
perhaps 


in the state, for it has 
stood 
there in 


tact for more than half a century. 
Up 


the grade now we go where 
the suburbs 


of Auburn sit like ancient citadels upon 
the mountain 
top. 
Inow. reproduce the Black Hand letters 
written to my old-time friend while 
he 


sat upon the jury verbatim et literatim.

way in a labrynthine course over 


lidges, across 
flats, and past farmhouses 


scattered likebirds through this 
moun- 


tainous country, 
An hour brought us to the world-famous 
town of Coloma, where Marshall discov- 
ered gold in the old milltailrace in1848. 
The town of pioneer days has tumbled to 
ruins. A few old houses, torn and dilap- 
idated, stand as 
the dpcaying 
relics of 


bygone days, when a cosmopolitan popu- 
lation coming from all points of the com-

Jerusalem.—A venture for supplying 
the whole of Palestine with electricity 
for lighting, heating and cooking pur­ 
poses is being entered upon by a French 
company, which lias its headquarters in 
Paris.

Scientist Tries to 
Prove Darwin’s Theory 


Philadelphia. -Dr. 
Edward 
Tyson 
Reichert, investigator and professor of 
phychology at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania has published his observations 
made in r series nf experiments with 
blood crystals of animals and men, and 
has, he believes, a strong argument in 
favor of tbe Darwin iheory of evolution. 
His conclusions nre based on a study 
of 2500 photomicrographic 
negatives. 
These negatives were obtained from the 
blood of virtually every species of ani­ 
mal. 
Evolution observed 
from 
chemical 
standpoint is so vast in its possibilities 
that it will require the combined efforts 
of a hundred investigators working in­ 
cessantly for several generations to com­ 
plete the task, according to Dr. Rei­ 
chert. 
Not only will the experiments have an 
important bearing on the evolutionary 
theory, but the ability to distinguish by 
comparison of crystals 
between the 
different types of man will be of im­ 
mense importance in the examination of 
blood in murder trials. 
By Dr. Rei­ 
chert’s method it is possible to estab­ 
lish definitely whether the blood is of 
man or animal, and to say with a de­ 
gree of positiveness whether it is the 
blood of a negro or a white person.

Scientist Tries to 


Prove Darwin’s Theory 


F’hilndelphia. — Dr. 
Edward 
Tyson 
Reichert, investigator mid professor of 
phycholngy at the University of P enn­ 
sylvania has published his observations 
made in a scries of experiments with 
blood crystals of animals and men, 
and 
has, he believes, a strong argument in 
favor of the Darwin theory of evolution. 


His conclusions arc based on a study 
of 2500 photomicrographic 
negatives. 
These negatives were obtained from the 
blood of virtually every species of a n i­ 
mal. 


Evolution observed 
from 
chemical 
standpoint is so vast in its possibilities 
that it will require the combined efforts 
of a hundred investigators working in ­ 
cessantly for several generations to com­ 
plete the task, according to Dr. 
Pei- 
chert. 


Not only will the experiments have an 
imporlant bearing on the evolutionary 
theory, but the ability to distinguish by 
comparison of 
crystals 
between 
the 
different types of man will be of 
im ­ 
mense importance in the examination of 
blood in murder trials. 
By Dr. 
R ei­ 
chert’s method it is possible to estab­ 
lish definitely whether the blood is of 
man or animal, 
and to say with a de­ 
gree of positiveness whether it is the 
blood of a negro or a white person.

TO VICTIM 


Thomas Laird Says Jok­ 
ing with Him Caused 
Him t o Do Act 


Thomas Laird, w ho was shot by John 


Whitford on Thursday mornine of 
last 


week, died at 
th e 
Sierra 
Hospital, 


Sonora on last Monday from the shock 


following the am putation of the right 


leg iust above th e knee, 
which took 


place Monday m orning. 
Ever since th e 


shooting it had been the opinion of the 


physicians that amputation would 
have 


to be resorted to, b ut every effort was 


made to avoid the ordeal, owing to the 


condition of the patient. 
A gangrenous 


condition ensued and as the only chance 


was by operation, 
it was 
performed 


Monday morning. 
Laird never rallied 


and death ensued th e same evening. 


The Jamestown M agnet has the fol­ 


lowing version of how the trouble o rig i­ 


nated: 
"T he unfortunate 
occurrence 
was the result of ¡11 
directed 
‘joshing’ 


and nagging of W hitford 
by Laird and 


other fellow w orkm en. 
Whitford and 


his wife were staying at the home of 


the latter’s mother, M rs Charles M etz­ 


ger. 
Laird was also a boarder at th e 


sam e place. 
W hitford became jealous 


of Laird over alleged attentions to M rs 


Whitford, and on Wednesday evening h e 


expostulated with Laird. 
I he interview 
ended with Laird slapping Whitford and 
kicking him in the stomach, 
it is a l ­ 
leged. 
Whitford 
procured a 
shotgun 
and would have sh o t Laird at the tim e 
had he not been prevented. 
He evident­ 
ly brooded over h is supposed wrongs, 
procured a ritle and rented a room in 


the Dentone Hotel, 
just 
across 
th e 


street from his ow n home, and Thursday 


morning waited 
for 
Laird to appear. 


Laird had just finished his breakfast and 
was on his way to h is work at the Dutch 
mine, when W hitford rested his rifle 
across the window sill and fired, 
w ith 
the effect above stated. 


The injuest was held Wednesday, and 
the jury brought in a verdict that d e ­ 
ceased came to h is death through a g u n ­ 
shot wound in the lower limbs inflicted 
by John Whitford at Quartz Mountain 
on May 12, and th at he died on May 16, 
1910. 
The body was brought to this place 
Tuesday, accompanied by his son, Win. 


Laird of Stanford University, a brother, 


Wm. Laird of C on tra Costa county, and 


two sisters, Mrs Mose Arendt of J a m e s ­ 


town and Mrs Jo h n Kenny oí C olum bia 
and their fam ilies. 
The funeral 
was 
held on W ednesday 
afternoon 
at 
2 
o ’clock from th e Odds Fellows 
hall, 
under the direction cf Angels parlor, N. 
S. C. W ., and C o urt Sequoia, 
F. 
of 
A., in which lodges he was an active 
and prominent m em ber. 
The interm ent 
was in the Altaville 
cemetery. 
M r 
Laird was a native of California, 
aged 
53 years and 3 m on th s, and had passed 
most of his life in this town, where he 
has many friends who regret his u n ­ 
timely end.—A ngels Record.
